Nineteenth  Spring  Festival  of  The  National  Farm  School.  An 
historic  event,  truly,  and  one  that  will  linger  in  our  minds  for 
many  years — an  event  marking  the  forward  movement  of  our 
institution  as  one  of  the  great  instrumentalities  for  the  advance- 
ment of  our  people. 

But,  if  to-day's  gathering  is  not  so  inspiring  in  its  size,  if 
to-day,  the  lowering  clouds  heralding  the  approach  of  winter  may 
hover  over  us,  if  tree  and  vine  and  shrub  may  already  be  nipped 
and  stripped  by  the  scouts  of  the  enemy,  yet  is  it  more  important. 
For  while  the  one  occasion  was  for  festivity  and  inspiration, 
the  meeting  of  to-day  is  the  occasion  for  giving  an  account  of 
the  stewardship  that  is  ours  by  virtue  of  the  confidence  reposed 
in  us.

THE  YEARNING 

TOWARD  our  beloved  RepubHc,  is  serene  and  secure  against 

AME^cA  ^^^  debacle  of  civilization.     Stray  wisps  of  the 

noxious  fumes  given  off  by  the  consuming  mon- 
ster have  trickled  across  the  ocean,  but  the  sweet  atmosphere 
of  our  blessed  country  has  not  become  contaminated.  We  still 
live  in  that  sweet  atmosphere  of  liberty,  equality  and  humanity, 
which  is  the  envy  and  the  aspiration  of  the  suffering  millions, 
whose  anguished  hearts  yearn  toward  us  across  the  seas.  Greece, 
Turkey,  Armenia,  Serbia,  Bulgaria  and  Roumania  have  suf- 
fered untold  injury.  Asia  Minor  and  Macedonia  are  ruined. 
Hungary,  Poland  and  Eastern  Prussia,  where  millions  have 
lost  their  homes  and  many  of  them  exiled,  wives  and  children 
starved  or  shot,  what  have  they  to  bind  them  to  their  homes? 
How  many  of  them  will  turn  toward  America  in  the  hope 
of  being  able  to  forget  their  woes  ?  And  this  yearning  will  not 
abate,  whatever  betide.  However,  the  outcome,  upon  whomso- 
ever the  guerdon  of  victory  is  bestowed,  this  yearning  will  still 
dominate  the  hearts,  will  still  control  the  thoughts  of  the  war- 
sick  millions.  America,  the  land  that  refuses  to  unsheathe  the 
sword  of  battle,  that  thrills  with  the  aspiration  of  universal 
peace,  will  be  their  haven.  Let  peace  be  proclaimed — let  the  ave- 
nues of  land  and  sea  travel  be  usurped  no  longer  for  military 
necessity,  and  the  survivors  of  that  monstrous  conflagration  will 
hasten  to  share  with  us  the  blessings  that  make  our  country  the 
beloved  of  all  mankind. 

There  are  some  who  do  not  agree  with  us — who  think  that 
the  end  of  the  war  will  usher  in  an  era  of  reconstruction  for 
Europe  that  will  require  the  labor,  the  brain,  the  brawn,  of  myri- 
ads of  men.  There  are  some  who  believe  that  to  make  sure  that 
this  brain,  this  brawn,  will  remain  for  the  great  tasks  to  be  then 
undertaken,  the  governments  will  enact  laws  prohibiting  emigra- 
tion, and  that  the  needs  and  opportunities,  the  laws  and  the 
statutes,  will  serve  to  prevent  that  wholesale  exodus  which  we 
foretell  here  and  now.

Europe  be  also  for  the  Jew?  Who  expects  it? 
Will  the  laws  and  the  enforcements  to  prevent  emigration  apply 
also  to  the  Jews  ?    No  one  expects  it. 

The  Jews  of  Eastern  Europe  will  come  to  us  by  the  tens 
and  hundreds  of  thousands.  They  will  come  to  partake  of  the 
blessings  of  this  Republic,  the  same  blessings  that  have  been 
vouchsafed  to  us  who  are  already  here,  whether  by  immigra- 
tion or  accident  of  birth,  and  they  will  look  to  us  for  help. 
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AMERICA  And  America  will  look  to  us  to  help  them 

WILL  LOOK  adjust   themselves,    to   help   them   to   become   a 

blessing  to  the  land  where  they  shall  seek  asylum. 
America  will  look  to  us  who  have  been  clamoring  loudest  that 
the  portals  of  this  Republic  be  not  closed  to  the  oncoming 
refugees.  Are  we  preparing  for  the  task  that  is  before  us?  Are 
we  preparing  to  deal  with  this  problem?  Or  are  we  emulating 
Micawber,  "waiting  for  something  to  turn  up"?  If  the  latter, 
we  shall  be  guilty  of  a  crime — a  two-fold  crime,  against  our 
country  and  against  our  people. 

We  repeat  the  solemn  warning  contained  in  our  annual 
message  of  1914,  shortly  after  the  outbreak  of  the  war.  We 
ask  again  the  same  question: 

"We  are  on  the  verge  of  the  largest  immigration  in  the  history  of  our 
people.  .  .  .  When  they  come  here  what  shall  we  do  with  them?  .  .  . 
What  is  our  plan  of  action  ? 

"Are  we  to  permit  greater  congestion  than  already  exists  in  the  tenemenf- 
house  districts  of  all  our  large  cities? 

"Are  we  to  double  and  treble  our  relief  institutions?  Are  we  to  build 
dozens  more  of  tuberculosis  sanatoria? 

"Are  we  to  increase  the  number  of  reformatories? 

"Or  are  we  to  profit  by  the  lesson  of  thirty  years  ago  and  lead  our 
people  to  that  vocation  from  which  they  have  all  too  long  been  barred? 

"Should  we  not  now  begin  to  take  those  measures  which  will  lead  our 
people  'Back  to  the  Soil'?" 

JACOB  H.  scHiFF  When  we  sounded  this  warning,  when  we 

AND  OTHERS  Called  upou  the  Jews  of  this  country  to  prove 
THE~s'oiL*^'^  ^°  themselves  statesmen  and  patriots,  our  voice  was 
a  voice  in  a  wilderness — save  for  some  who  re- 
sponded with  criticism,  who  challenged  our  conclusions.  For 
the  benefit  of  these  let  us  quote  a  recent  statement  by  Immigra- 
tion Commissioner  Frederic  C.  Howe: 

"The  Jews  have  suffered  more  than  anyone  from  the  war,  as  they  always 
do.  In  Russia  and  Roumania  they  are  not  permitted  to  own  real  estate ; 
they  are  kept  within  the  Pale,  and  whenever  opportunity  offers  are  subjected 
to  oppression.  So,  I  expect  more  Jews  than  ever  to  turn  to  the  United  States 
when  the  war  is  over." 

If  that  statement  will  not  suffice,  perhaps  those  who  dis- 
agreed with  us  two  years  ago  will  heed  the  warning  of  the  great 
Jewish  philanthropist,  Mr.  Jacob  H.  Schiff,  uttered  in  January 
of  this  year: 
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"The  problem  of  farming  among  the  Jews  is  the  big  problem  of  the 
future.  When  this  terrible  conflagration  in  Europe  is  over,  it  is  very  likely 
that  we  will  get  a  great  immigration  of  our  own  people,  who  are  now  being 
so  terribly  persecuted. 

"We  must  see  that  they  become  good  American  citizens.  I  cannot  see 
this  for  them,  if  we  permit  them  to  pour  into  New  York  and  other  seaport 
towns.  I  do  not  see  how  we  can  receive  into  New  York  for  their  own  good, 
and  for  our  own  good,  a  much  larger  number  of  Jews.  Thank  goodness, 
America  is  large  enough,  if  we  can  only  keep  them  from  congesting  in  too 
large  numbers  in  our  already  over-congested  large  cities.  We  must  try  to 
find  work  for  them,  and  work  on  the  farm  will  be  the  best  way  in  which  to 
meet  the  situation." 

What  is  the  statesmanlike,  what  is  the  patriotic  thing  for 
us  to  do — now,  while  there  is  yet  time ;  now — before  the  flood 
overwhelms  ns?  Is  not  the  thing  to  do  contained  in  the  plan 
we  broached  in  191 1  for  a  National  Jewish  Colonization  Fund? 
PHILANTHROPY  Here  is  a  plan  entirely  workable  and  profit- 

able,  a  plan  which,  while  it  would  inaugurate  a 
movement  that  would  be  epochal  in  the  history  of  our  people, 
would,  at  the  same  time,  preclude  the  possibility  of  anti-immi- 
grationists  letting  down  the  bar  against  unfortunate  refugees  of 
our  people;  a  plan  which,  while  doing  incalculable  good,  would, 
after  all,  but  mean  a  philanthropy  at  five  per  cent.  It  is  not  a 
gift  which  we  propose,  but  the  purchase  of  land  and  imple- 
ments, the  erection  of  homes  and  barns  by  philanthropists,  and 
the  renting  of  them  to  colonists  until  such  time  when  they  shall 
be  enabled,  by  the  profits  of  their  handiwork,  to  acquire  them. 

And  at  no  time  could  this  be  done  better  than  at  present. 
Desirable   lands,   conveniently   located   lands   and   markets,    are 
still  to  be  had  in  large  quantities  in  the  western  section  of  our 
country,  and  in  Canadian  lands  to  the  north  of  it.

i  hey  have  reached  a  stage  when  it  becomes  their 
duty  to  look  not  to  a  constant  increase  of  their  annual  collec- 
tions and  benefactions,  but  to  a  gradual  decrease.  The  longer 
sums  are  collected,  the  larger  grows  the  demand  for  them. 
And  it  cannot  well  be  otherwise.  The  number  of  poor  and  sick 
and  dependent  is  increasing  with  each  year,  and  for  good  rea- 
son, seeing  that  little  or  nothing  is  being  done  in  the  way  of 
prevention,  in  the  way  of  lessening  poverty,  sickness,  debility, 
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dependency.  What  is  needed  is  the  removal  of  large  numbers 
of  these  dependents,  or  of  those  likely  to  become  dependent,  to 
the  country,  where  there  is  health  and  wealth  and  happiness  in 
abundance,  and  for  all  who  care  to  become  possessors  of  its 
lands. 

We  know  the  story  of  the  many  futile  at- 

HOW  TO  AVOID  ^  ^ 

FAILURE.  tempts  that  have  been  made  to  organize  Jewish 

agricultural  colonies  in  this  country.  Their 
organizers  were,  in  the  main,  visionaries,  actuated  by  a  lofty 
motive  but  lacking  in  business  experience.  It  was  sufficient  for 
them  that  they  were  able  to  bring  together  land  and 
people.  It  never  occurred  to  them  that  there  are  other  factors, 
even  as  important  as  these  two,  that  have  to  be  consid- 
ered: a  sound  financial  plan,  the  right  kind  of  land  in  the 
right  location,  water  supply,  accessibility  to  markets,  the  right 
kind  of  men — and  women,  the  right  facilities,  the  right  super- 
vision. Colonization  must  be  conducted  on  a  business  basis, 
fostered  and  financed  by  hard-headed  business  men,  bringing  to 
this  task  the  same  foresight,  study,  judgment  and  energy  that 
they  give  to  their  own  business;  who  would  select  the  superin- 
tendents or  managers  of  the  colonies  with  the  same  careful  scru- 
tiny of  qualifications  that  they  would  select  managers  for  their 
own  private  enterprises.  In  this  way,  in  this  way  only — as  the 
story  of  the  "failures"  amply  demonstrates — will  Jewish  agri- 
cultural colonization  succeed.  And  until  a  comprehensive  experi- 
ment has  been  made  in  the  manner  indicated  here,  it  is  the  merest 
snap-judgment  to  dismiss  the  subject  with  the  ever-ready  claim: 
"Jews  don't  want  to  be  farmers !" 

Having  devoted  years  to  the  study  of  this  question,  having 
discussed  it  with  men  prominent  in  colonization  movements, 
having  been  assured  by  men  of  experience  of  the  entire  feasi- 
bility of  the  plan  proposed,  having  studied  the  stupendous  prob- 
lems that  weigh  down  our  charities  and  that  are  increasing  with 
each  year,  I  feel  that  this  suggestion  imperatively  demands 
serious  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  managers  of  the  dif- 
ferent Federations  of  Jewish  Charities,  that  each  one  of  them 
should  set  aside  each  year  a  certain  sum  of  money  to  be  devoted 
to  preventive  work,  that  these  sums  should  be  federated,  to  be 
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known  as  the  National  Jewish  Colonization  Fund,  and  that  a 
large  part  of  it  should  be  devoted  to  the  starting  of  colonies  on 
some  such  lines  as  suggested  here. 

Whatever   fear  there  may  have  existed,  at

RURAL  CRED-  the  time  we  broached  this  project,  that  such  a 
w^T^T^TTTTTr,  ^^^^  fuud  as  wc  proposed  would  be,  in  fact,  a 
gift-fund,  that  the  money  so  advanced  for  coloni- 
zation purposes  would  never  be  returned,  has  been  overcome 
by  the  enactment  of  the  Rural  Credits  Law,  which  assures  to 
the  farmer  a  reasonable  loan  on  his  developed  land,  on  a  long- 
term,  low  interest  basis.  Colonies  organized  as  we  propose  here 
would  soon  be  in  a  position  to  obtain  from  the  Rural  Credit 
banks,  loans  sufficient  to  pay  back  the  money  advanced  by  the 
National  Colonization  Fund,  setting  their  money  free  to  estab- 
lish other  colonies  in  the  same  manner.  And,  dealing  with  the 
Government,  the  farmers,  so  established,  will  be  spared  the 
financial  difficulties  which  proved  the  rock  upon  which  so  many 
previous  attempts  at  colonization  foundered.  To-day  the  plan 
proposed  by  us  in  191 1  has  more  to  commend  it  even  than  it 
had  originally.

not  mean  to  limit  it  to  such  bodies,  ihere  are 
men  of  prominence,  wealth  and  vision,  who  can  and  should 
foster  a  movement  such  as  is  here  proposed,  and  we  present  this 
plan  to  them  to  develop  and  launch  for  the  good  of  our  people 
and  our  Republic.  For,  great  as  has  been  the  need  in  the  past 
of  this  proposed  National  Jewish  Colonization  Fund,  its  crea- 
tion becomes  an  imperative  duty  in  view  of  what  is  pending. 
To  remedy  the  evils  that  exist — to  prevent  the  evils  that 
threaten,  we  must  make  it  possible  for  the  Jews  already  im- 
prisoned in  tenement  and  sweatshop,  and  for  those  whom  we 
must  save  from  like  fate,  to  go  "Back  to  the  Soil." 
THE  LABOR  There  is  still  another  aspect  to  the  question 

MARKET  AFTER     that  is  prcscntcd  here.     Not  only  must  we  con-

sider  the  potential  immigrant,  but  there  is 
nothing  more  certain  than  that  the  return  of  the  armies  to  in- 
dustrial employment  will  reduce  the  demand  for  many  classes 
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of  manufactured  articles  in  the  United  States,  and  reduce  manv 
kinds  of  our  exports.  The  belHgerent  nations  that  have  ruin- 
ously squandered  their  substance  will  have  to  practice  the  most 
rigid  economy  if  they  are  not  vv^holly  to  repudiate  their  debts. 
The  close  of  the  war  will  mark  increased  competition  for  the 
articles  the  manufacture  of  which  has  created  an  unprecedented 
demand  for  labor  in  the  United  States  during  the  war.  The 
abnormally  high  prices  that  prevail  for  labor  in  the  mills  and 
factories  in  this  country  may  fall  off,  and  many  men  and  women 
may  be  thrown  out  of  employment,  unless  during  this  period  we 
shall  have  increased  our  efficiency  to  a  greater  extent  than  the 
efficiency  of  laborers  in  the  countries  at  war  has  increased.  And 
if  this  nation  is  to  look  ahead  with  the  view  of  preventing  a 
possible  crisis  among  the  unemployed,  it  must  look  to  the  land 
to  find  a  place  for  them. 

In  other  words,  this  nation,  more  than  England  or  Germany 
or  France,  will  be  interested  in  a  back-to-the-soil  movement,  in 
finding  ways  and  means  to  produce  more  farmers  and  to  help 
them  to  find  homes  of  their  own. 

WHY  BREAD  IS  And  yct  another  aspect  is  pointed  out  by  that 

distinguished  journalist  who  writes  for  the  Phila- 
delphia Public  Ledger  under  the  pen-name  of  "Girard,"  whom 
we  are  honored  to  have  as  our  guest  to-day.  In  his  scintil- 
lating manner  he  puts  the  problem  this  way: 

"A  city  of  the  size  of  Philadelphia  is  added  to  America's  population  every 
year.  Fifteen  years  has  given  the  nation  twenty-five  million  more  mouths  to 
feed.  And  how  about  the  bread  supply?  Our  wheat  crop  this  year  is  no 
larger  than  it  was  twelve  years  ago. 

"The  year  Garfield  was  elected  President,  American  farmers  harvested 
ten  bushels  of  wheat  for  every  inhabitant  of  the  country.  This  year  our 
wheat  fields  produced  only  a  little  more  than  six  bushels  for  each  of  us.  Put 
another  way  and  the  bread  problem  appears  thus :  In  the  last  thirty-six 
years  our  population  has  doubled — gained  50,000,000 — while  our  wheat  has 
gained  only  a  fifth,  or  a  little  more  than  ten  million  bushels. 

"What  is  the  answer  to  this  bread  problem?  Teach  a  new  crop  of  young 
farmers  how  to  get  more  bushels  of  wheat  out  of  an  acre  of  land  with  the 
present  amount  of  labor.  Judge  Gary  can  make  a  ton  of  steel  for  a  third  of 
what  it  once  cost.  President  Rea  can  haul  a  ton  of  freight  for  a  quarter  of 
what  it  cost  J.  Edgar  Thomson.  But  it  costs  more  to-day  to  till  an  acre  of 
wheat  in  Pennsylvania  that  ij>  did  fifty  years  ago.  We  won't  get  a  cheaper 
loaf  until  we  change  that."

the  financial  problems  involved  can  be  overcome.

velop  a  few  hundred  men  into  practical  and  scien- 
tific agriculturists.  It  is  the  aim  of  The  National  Farm  School 
to  develop  the  leaders  of  the  great  agricultural  coloni- 
zation that  we  see  as  in  a  vision.  Some  of  our  graduates  are 
already  devoted  to  this  high  ideal.  Morris  Salinger  and  Beryl 
Harrison  are  successful  leaders  of  colonies  established  in  Ar- 
gentina by  the  Baron  de  Hirsch  Trust  Fund.  Meyer  Goldman 
has  been  teaching,  for  a  number  of  years,  agriculture  to  the  chil- 
dren of  the  Jewish  colonists  in  New  Jersey.  Abraham  Ehoodin 
is  the  mainstay  of  a  Jewish  colony  near  Cincinnati — a  colony  or- 
ganized by  his  parents,  who  sent  him  to  us  to  get  the  requisite 
training  for  the  work  he  is  now  doing.

US.  iherefore,  and  until  such  a  movement  is 
launched,  our  graduates  cannot  sit  idly  waiting.  They  must 
fend  for  themselves.  The  question  is  often  asked:  "What  be- 
comes of  the  graduates  of  The  National  Farm  School?"  "Our 
answer  is:  78  per  cent,  of  those  who  have  graduated  during 
the  past  ten  years  are  following  agriculture  in  one  form  or 
another.  The  best  answer  is  contained  in  the  replies  to  a  ques- 
tionaire  sent  to  our  graduates  this  past  summer.  We  shall  quote 
only  a  few,  merely  as  specimens,  out  of  over  one  hundred 
similar  replies. 

William  Snowvice: — I  own  a  farm  of  47  acres  at  Bridgeton,  New  Jer- 
sey, costing  $3,600.  I  consider  myself  successful  after  combating  the  hail  of 
last  year,  followed  by  continuous  rain,  coupled  with  market  glut,  resulting  in 
many  farmers'  stock  and  all  going  under  the  hammer.  ...  I  am  on 
top  with  stock  and  tools,  double  that  of  two  years  ago,  with  crops  that 
make  many  old-time  farmers  stop,  look  and  inquire.    A  family  of  seven  derive 
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a  Rood  livinof  from  this  farm,  with  myself  the  only  one  of  the  family  able  to 
work,  and  compelled  to  hire  labor. 

Could  I  have  operated  the  farm  as  successfully  if  I  had  not  been  a  stu- 
dent of  The  National  Farm  School  ?  Positively  not !  The  training  constantly 
to  learn  and  keep  abreast  with  the  times  is  in  itself  worth  the  time  and  effort 
of  the  School. 

Ben  Kesselman  : — I  am  now  head  poultry  man  on  Chesterbrook  Farm, 
Berwyn,  Penna.,  the  largest  farm  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  States — 1,500  acres 
under  cultivation.  When  these  people  heard  that  I  am  a  graduate  of  The 
National  Farm  School  they  gave  me  the  preference  over  all  competitors. 

Harry  Rich  : — I  am  holding  a  responsible  executive  position  with  the 
American  Sumatra  Tobacco  Company  at  Southwick,  Mass.,  looking  after  the 
growing  and  preparing  for  market  the  tobacco  crop.  My  salary  is  $1,800 
per  annum.  My  course  at  the  School  has  been  invaluable  to  me.  My  entrance 
to  the  School  was  the  best  thing  that  happened  to  me  during  my  life.  .  . 
To  show  my  appreciation  for  what  the  School  has  done  for  me,  I  have  an 
endowment  insurance  policy  in  favor  of  the  School  for  $500,  which  matures 
in  1921,  and  hope  in  the  future  to  do  more. 

Maximilian  Fleischer: — I  am  manager  of  the  Animal  Husbandry  De- 
partment of  the  Vineland,  N.  J.,  Training  School,  4,500  chickens — 100  cows, 
3  assistants,  20  pupils.  The  dairy  and  poultry  departments  have  a  present  valu- 
ation of  $37,335.  Have  done  considerable  lecturing  and  contribute  to  the 
leading  farm  journals.  My  sole  training  in  agriculture  was  at  The  National 
Farm  School. 

Israel  Wallman  : — Since  July,  1914,  I  have  been  employed  as  Veterinary 
Inspector,  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  am  now  at  the  Union  Stock  Yards,  Chicago,  111.  I  am  indebted 
to  The  National  Farm  School  for  the  training  I  received  there,  the  founda- 
tion of  my  present  vocation. 

Philip  Amrum  : — I  own  a  farm  of  eight  acres  with  a  one-family  house 
at  Brockton,  Mass.  The  cost  is  $3,000,  on  which  I  have  paid  $i,GOO.  I  am 
raising  vegetables  and  poultry  for  private  trade.  I  could  not  have  under- 
taken anything  of  the  sort,,  if  I  had  not  graduated  from  The  National  Farm 
School.    Of  special  help  was  my  year's  experience  on  Schoenfeld  Farm  No.  i. 

Albert  E.  Jenkins: — I  am  now  assistant  foreman  of  the  Instruction 
Plant  of  the  Poultry  Department  of  Cornell  University,  and  on  the  Depart- 
ment Staff.  Am  getting  $500  per  annum  with  board  and  room  and  a  month's 
vacation  with  pay.  I  thank  the  Faculty  of  The  National  Farm  School  for  its 
instruction,  as  I  feel  it  was  the  start  of  my  career. 

Julius  Ullman  :— Alpha  Farm,  Savannah,  Ga.  I  am  operating  my  own 
farm,  consisting  of  73  acres,  45  under  cultivation.  It  cost  $4,600.  As  yet,  I 
am  single,  not  having  been  successful  in  finding  a  girl  who  cares  for  farm 
life. 

NOT  REALLY  This  may  have  a  humorous  ring,  but  it  pre- 

A  JOKE.  ggjj^g  ^  serious  problem.     We  need  to  train  our 

girls  for  agriculture — just  as  we  need  to  train  our  boys.  In  the 
hearts  of  our  girls  we  must  implant  the  love  for  rural  surround- 
ings, and  in  their  minds  the  skill  to  be  real  helpmates.    Nowhere 
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is  the  wife  so  important  a  factor  of  success  as  in  the  farm-house. 
Without  a  real  helpmate,  who  can  operate  the  truck-patch,  in- 
cubate and  raise  the  chickens,  and  manage  the  kitchen  economi- 
cally, the  farmer  must  fail.  We  had  this  problem  in  mind  when 
last  year  we  proposed  as  a  part  of  the  contemplated  enlargement 
of  The  National  Farm  School,  the  establishment  of  a  Domestic 
Science  Department  for  Girls.  We  present  this  plan  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  philanthropic  Jewish  women  of  the  country, 
and  especially  to  the  Council  of  Jewish  Women  and  The  National 
Federation  of  Temple  Sisterhoods. 

One   more  letter   I   wish  to   quote.      It   is   from   Bernard 
Ostrolenk.     He  writes: 

"Your  letter  arrived  while  I  was  on  my  annual  Chautauqua  tour.  .  .  . 
I  am  Director  of  Agriculture  of  the  Canby,  Minn.,  State  High  School,  lecturer 
for  the  Interstate  Chautauqua,  and  feature  writer  for  'The  Country  Gentle- 
man,' 'The  Farmer's  Wife,'  and  'The  Banker  Farmer.'  My  annual  income 
from  these  sources  is  about  $2,500.  I  also  own  a  farm  of  160  acres,  costing 
$8,000.  I  regard  my  National  Farm  School  education  as  the  foundation  of 
whatever  modest  achievements  I  may  credit  to  myself."

But,  we  cannot  help  commenting  on  the  ease  with  which 
such  institutions  obtain  large  gifts  and  endowments,  even  such 
as  are  duplications  of  other  institutions  of  similar  purpose,  even 
such  whose  need  to  exist  is  disproved  by  every  test  of  sociology, 
economics  or  scientific  philanthropy.  The  time  has  come  to  dig 
below  the  surface,  to  analyze  the  symptomata  of  our  social  ills, 
and  ascertain  the  causes.  The  time  has  come  to  perform  the 
major  operation  and  not  rherely  to  patch  the  surface.

Analyze  the  conditions  that  are  making  such 
burdensome  demands  upon  our  people's  purses. 
What  is  their  cause?  In  the  ultimate  analysis 
they  are  due  to  city  congestion.  Is  there  a  single 
institution  among  those  we  have  described  that  does  more  than 
merely  patch  the  surface?  Is  there  one  among  them  that  strikes 
at  the  root-cause?  Is  there  one  that  contains  the  remedy?  Is 
there  any  other  than  an  institution  like  The  National  Farm 
School  that  seeks  to  depopulate  the  tenements  and  sweatshops 
and  populate  the  desolate  millions  of  acres — that  aims  to  give 
to  our  suffering  people  the  opportunity  to  win  happiness  and 
health,  prosperity  and  righteousness,  under  God's  free  skies? 
What  other  institution  makes  possible  the  dream  of  the  poet 
who  sang:

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THE  ANNUAL  CONSECRATION  EXERCISES 

June  4,  1916. 

The  most  brilliant  public  exercises  in  the  history  of  The 
National  Farm  School  signalized  the  Annual  Spring  Festival  on 
June  4th,  19 16.  Two  special  trains  of  nine  coaches  each,  and 
over  200  automobiles  brought  over  2000  persons  from  Philadel- 
phia, New  York,  Baltimore,  and  other  nearby  cities  to  the 
grounds  of  the  institution  to  greet  the  brilliant  array  of  speakers; 
including  Hon.  William  Howard  Taft,  former  President  of  the 
United  States ;  Hon.  Henry  Morgenthau,  former  United  States 
Ambassador  to  Turkey ;  Hon,  David  Lubin,  founder  of  the  Inter- 
national Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome,  Italy;  Samuel  C. 
Schmucker,  Professor  of  Biological  Sciences,  State  Normal 
School,  West  Chester,  Pa. ;  George  W.  Ochs,  Editor  Current 
History  Magazine,  Nezv  York  Times  (who  presided)  ;  and  Rabbi 
Charles  A.  Rubenstein,  of  Har  Sinai  Temple,  Baltimore,  Md. 

The  occasion  marked  the  Annual  Consecration  of  Memorial 
and  Festive  Trees,  and  the  formal  installation  of  the  Freshman 
Class  of  students. 

In  the  course  of  his  delightful  address,  ex-President  Taft, 
who  came  to  the  School  without  his  usual  honorarium  fee,  said: 

"I  am  especially  interested  in  this  enterprise.  If  we  were  to  study 
the  general  history  of  philanthropy  we  would  find,  I  think,  that  except 
for  the  good  that  most  of  it  does  the  donor,  the  money  might  just  as 
well  be  thrown  down  the  sewer.  But  when  Ave  have  an  institution  like 
this,  to  contribute  to,  we  should  all  put  our  shoulders  to  the  wheel  and 
help.  I  offer  my  sincere  congratulations  to  the  founder,  who  has  wit- 
nessed this  great  work  grow  under  his  hand.  He  has  earned  the  grati- 
tude of  every  American,  be  he  Jew  or  Gentile. 

"This  School  ought  to  be  of  great  interest  to  the  Jews.  .  .  .  Great 
numbers  of  Jews  have  been  forced  to  come  here.  They  settled  in  con- 
gested parts  of  great  cities  and  thus  created  the  problem  this  School  is 
helping  to  solve. 

"The  onl}^  thing  The  National  Farm  School  brings  in  the  way  of 
regret,  is  the  fact  that  it  is  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the  country.  We 
must  agree  that  the  farmer,  and  laborer  and  capitalist  all  are  entitled  to 
just  treatment  at  the  hands  of  our  Government.  I  speak  also  for  the 
doctors,  and  lawyers  and  the  ministers  speak  for  themselves  every 
Sunday  and  Saturday. 

"Country  Life — life  on  the  farm,  that  is,  is  having  more  and  more 
attractions  and  comforts  added  to  it  each  year.  We  have  the  telephone, 
the  mail-order  house  (and  just  here  I  do  not  wish  to  introduce  an  issue), 
the  suburban  electric  railway,  and  the  rural  mail  delivery.  Farming  is 
now  a  profession." 

Former  Ambassador  Morgenthau,  who  installed  the  new 
class  of  fifty-two  freshmen,  dwelt  upon  the  splendid  achieve- 
ments of  the  Jewish  colonists  in  Palestine,  who.  by  their  remark- 
able success,  had  for  all  time  disproved  the  fallacy  that  Jews  do 
not  wish  to  be  and  cannot  succeed  as  farmers,  and  stated  that 
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when  he  saw  the  beautiful  orange  and  almond  groves,  he  saw  the 
possibility  of  an  agricultural  life  for  the  Jew. 

David  Lubin  characterized  agriculture  as  a  sacred  calling. 

"Agriculture  is  a  sacred  calling.  The  first  duty  of  an  American  citi- 
zen is  to  speak  the  truth.  We  are  not  the  strongest  nation  of  the  earth 
today  because  we  are  behind  Germany  in  the  number  of  land  owners. 
In  the  United  States  there  are  sixty-four  per  cent,  land  owners  and 
thirty-six  per  cent,  renters.  Germany  has  eighty-six  per  cent,  land  hold- 
ers, and  fourteen  per  cent,  renters.  Stocks  and  bonds  and  skyscrapers 
don't  make  a  strong  nation.  A  nation  grows  stronger  only  as  it  ap- 
proaches more  closely  the  ideal  of  the  prophet: 

"They  shall  sit  every  man  under  his  own  vine  and  fig  tree,  and  none 
shall  make  him  afraid." 

Professor  Schmucker  delivered  a  most  eloquent  Tree  Con- 
secration address.    He  said  in  part: 

"The  tree  is  the  glorious  summit  of  nature's  effort  at  catching  the 
sunlight.  Every  twig  is  a  new  aspiration  after  power.  Every  leaf  is  a 
new  receiver  turned  toward  the  sun  and  catching  its  force.  The  tree 
grows  under  its  swelling  power  until  the  old  bark  on  its  outside  breaks 
and  cracks  into  long  seams  in  order  that  the  growth  inside  may  not  be 
checked  by  the  dead  outside. 

"The  tree  is  the  attempt  to  reach  out  and  gather  in  the  smile  of 
God.  Every  green  leaf  basks  in  His  smile,  and  it  is  the  power  of  the 
smile  of  God  which  brings  strength  and  healing  to  man's  soul  and  body. 

"An  old  Hebrew  singer  once  said:  'We  all  do  fade  as  a  leaf.'  It 
were  well  if  this  were  true.  Glorious  is  it,  indeed,  for  him  who  truly 
fades  as  a  leaf.  For  the  leaf  clings  to  its  branch  so  long  as  there  is 
strength  enough  left  for  it  to  work.  Indeed,  it  throws  between  the  sun 
and  itself  a  gorgeous  red  screen  under  the  curtain  of  which  it  can  work 
longer  than  if  it  had  retained  its  original  green.  When  at  last  the  season 
is  over  and  the  time  for  work  is  done,  the  leaf  picks  out  of  its  own  tis- 
sues everything  worth  while  and  sends  it  back  into  the  parent  plant. 
Then  it  throws  a  surgical  dressing  of  cork  through  its  own  stem,  so  that 
the  parent  tree  shall  not  suffer  any  wound  produced  by  the  fall  of  the 
leaf.  Then  it  is  cast  at  the  base  of  the  tree,  where  the  elements  which 
formed  it  may  serve  once  more  for  the  nourishment  of  the  tree." 

Special  tributes  were  delivered  by  Adolph  Eichholz,  Esq., 

in  memory  of

One  hundred  and  twenty-six  memorial  trees,  in  memory  of 
departed  friends  of  the  School,  were  consecrated,  as  well  as 
twenty-eight  festive  trees. 

Rabbi  Rubenstein  delivered  the  invocation,  and  Dr.  Kraus- 
kopf  made  a  few  introductory  remarks  before  handing  the 
gavel  over  to  the  chairman. 

Rabbi  Isaac  Landman  awarded  the  cash  prizes  that  had 
"been  won  by  a  score  of  students  for  proficiency  in  the  various 
branches  of  the  School's  work. 
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NINETEENTH  ANNUAL   MEETING 
October  15,  1916. 

The  constructive  value  of  The  National  Farm  School  and 
the  role  it  is  destined  to  play  in  the  solution  of  the  great  economic 
problems  of  this  country,  as  well  as  the  special  Jewish  problems 
due  to  existing  congestion  in  the  big  cities  and  that  will  be  cre- 
ated by  further  immigration,  was  the  keynote  of  the  addresses 
delivered  at  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Meeting  and  Succoth  Pil- 
grimage, held  on  the  grounds  of  the  School,  Sunday,  October  1 5, 
1916. 

The  exercises  were  presided  over  by  Jacob  Singer,  of  the 
I.  O.  B.  B.  Executive  Committee.  In  opening  the  meeting  Mr. 
Singer  said: 

"The  National  Farm  School  was  created  at  a  time  when  our 
country,  having  received  and  given  asylum  to  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  Jewish  Refugees  from  Eastern  Europe,  found  its  large 
cities  congested  with  ghettos.  In  so  planning  its  scope  of  opera- 
tion as  to  provide  a  remedy  for  ghetto  congestion  and  all  the 
moral,  social  and  economic  evils  which  result  therefrom,  this 
school  embraces  all  the  elements  of  a  noble  philanthropy  in  that 
it  furnishes  the  means  and  incentive  for  the  Jewish  immigrants 
to  relearn  the  art  of  farming  and  to  rekindle  in  them  a  love  of 
the  soil — a  national  conception  of  patriotic  duty  which  the  nine- 
teen years  of  its  existence  proves,  may  be  made  a  national  bless- 
ing. To  make  such  result  certain  and  permanent  seems  to  me 
but  a  matter  of  wider  national  organization  and  co-operation." 

After  Dr.  Krauskopf  delivered  his  message,  which  is  pub- 
lished in  full  in  this  Year  Book,  Edwin  Earle  Sparks,  President 
of  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  delivered  a  masterly  address 
on  "The  Power  of  an  Idea,"  in  the  course  of  which  he  said: 

"Who  will  measure  the  power  of  an  idea?  Who  shall  give 
us  terms  and  symbols  expressive  of  the  power  of  a  benevolent 
idea,  as  it  took  form  in  the  mind  of  a  Peter  Cooper,  a  Florence 
Nightingale,  a  Jacob  H.  Schifif,  a  Krauskopf?     .     .     . 

"When  I  see  what  I  call  a  positive  idea,  one  intended  to 
bless  mankind,  which  is  not  only  eleemosynary,  but  productive  as 
well,  I  call  it  novel.  To  take  care  of  the  aged  or  infirm  who  are 
non-productive  and  helpless,  and  who  if  left  unaided  must  die 
of  starvation  is  worthy  of  highest  praise.  To  care  for  the  young 
who  have  not  yet  reached  a  productive  age,  who  are  brought  into 
existence  by  the  sex  relationship  of  organized  society,  is  a  beauti- 
ful acknowledgment  of  obligation!  But  in  this  Farm  School  as 
a  teacher  I  see  something  different — not  the  taking  away  from 
the  world's  store  house  of  sustenance  for  the  non-producer,  bu<" 
the  training  which  will  make  these  lads  not  only  self-sustaining, 
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but  capable  of  sustaining  others ;  a  training  which  dr)es  not  lead 
to  dependable  charity  but  to  independent  manhood." 

Dr.  Sparks  aroused  great  enthusiasm,  when,  at  the  conclu- 
sion of  his  address,  he  announced  that  he  would  recommend  to 
the  Trustees  of  State  College  the  granting  of  a  scholarship  to  any 
graduate  of  The  National  Farm  School  desiring  to  specialize  in 
the  higher  branches  of  agriculture. 

Louis  F.  Post,  Assistant  Secretary  of  Labor  of  the  L'^nited 
States,  made  a  brilliant  address,  during  the  course  of  wdiich  he 
asserted  that  any  civilization  w^hich  permits  men  to  monopolize 
the  land  is  bad.  Workers  must  not  only  be  taught  how  to  use 
the  earth ;  they  must  be  given  access  to  it. 

"The  Department  of  Labor,"  he  said,  "is  working  on  a  colo- 
nization scheme,  on  the  lines  of  the  old  homestead  laws,  in  an 
effort  to  aid  labor  and  will  request  Federal  retention  of  all  public 
land  and  an  effort  to  reacquire  all  land  the  government  gave 
away  that  is  not  being  used.  He  deplored  the  growth  of  anti- 
immigration  sentiment,  and  pointed  out  that  only  by  such  work 
as  The  National  Farm  School  is  engaged  in  can  its  threats  be 
avoided." 

Mr.  Henry  Moskowitz,  President  of  the  New  York  j\Iunici- 
pal  Civil  Service  Commission,  w^on  a  sympathetic  response  when 
he  held  himself  out  as  one  who  had  been  brought  up  on  the  East 
Side  of  New  York,  still  lives  there  and  likes  it,  "That  much-mis- 
understood district,  answering  Carlyle's  description  of  'misery 
partitioned  by  brick  and  cement'  teems  with  ideals  and  aspira- 
tion," he  declared,  "and  I  can  see  no  reason  why  that  idealism 
and  aspiration  should  not  be  coupled  with  a  great  agricultural 
movement.  For  this  is  a  fundamental  reform,  and  not  the  futile 
thing  called  uplift.  And  this  is  what  we  need:  'Less  uplift, 
wdiich  is  like  pouring  w^ater  through  a  sieve,  and  more  funda- 
mental reform.'  A  million  dollar  endowment  for  The  National 
Farm  School  would  accomplish  wonders  in  the  solution  of  our 
problems.  The  money  spent  by  our  philanthropists  in  other  di- 
rection is  mostly  wasted." 

Herman  L.  Collins,  of  the  Philadelphia  "Public  Ledger" 
Editorial  Staff,  was  the  last  of  the  visiting  orators.  Addressing 
himself  to  the  students,  he  spoke  of  "Fortunes  on  the  Farm." 

"Telling  a  young  man  M^hat  is  the  best  thing  for  him  to  do, 
and  then  backing  up  your  advice  with  proof,  is  one  of  the  highest 
contributions  any  man  or  any  institution  can  make  to  mankind," 
said  Mr.  Collins.  "That  is  precisely  what  The  National  Farm 
School  has  been  doing  for  hundreds  of  young  men.  This  insti- 
tution created  by  the  inspiring  genius  of  one  man  is  making  it 
easy  for  every  one  of  you  students  to  go  right  out  into  this  best 
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of  all  industrial  pursuits  with  trained  heads  and  trained  hands. 
Nowhere  does  brains  count  for  more  today  than  on  the  farm." 

Reports  of  the  year's  work  were  submitted  by  the  Chairmen 
of  the  various  Committees  of  the  Board,  and  by  the  members  of 
the  Faculty.  The  officers  and  members  of  the  Board  for  the  en- 
suing year  were  elected  and  prizes  were  awarded  to  the  students 
of  the  School. 


PRIZE-WINNING  ESSAY 

{The  George  F.  Hoffman  Prize.) 

"WHY  I  WANT  TO  BE  A  FARMER." 
By  Nathax  Golub,  '17. 

The  more  I  go  on  and  near  the  end  of  m}^  stay  at  The 
National  Farm  School,  the  more  it  becomes  certain  with  me,  the 
firmer  and  stronger  is  my  resolution,  that  I  want  to  be  a  farmer 
in  the  fullest  meaning  of  the  term. 

Yery  often  this  question  has  occurred  to  me:  "Why  do  I 
want  to  be  a  farmer?"  Various  were  the  reasons,  at  times 
encouraging  and  at  times  discouraging.  However,  as  I  grow 
older,  the  training  I  receive  both  in  the  class-room  and  field 
unravels  the  truth.  Very  often  a  young  fellow  plunges  into 
anything,  not  knowing  whether  he  really  likes  it  or  if  he  is 
talented  for  such  work.  But  on  nearing  graduation  there  should 
not  be  the  slightest  doubt  in  one's  mind  as  to  his  suitability  for 
the  work  for  which  he  is  preparing  himself.     Such  is  my  case. 

Two  years  ago,  when  I  was  a  Freshman,  I  could  have  given 
but  one  reason,  namely,  that  I  looked  upon  farming  as  an  ideal, 
and  so  it  is.  Yet,  in  connection  with  it  goes  the  cold,  cruel  fact 
that  one  cannot  live  upon  idealism  and  pure  air.  A  supply  of 
food  and  shelter  is  indispensable.  It  is  my  firm  belief  that  farm- 
ing can  supply  it  in  abundance,  if  diligently  operated,  for  the 
following  reasons: 

I.  Agriculture  to-da}'  is  not  what  it  was  but  yesterday.  It 
finds  its  roots  all  over  and  branches  out  throughout  the  world. 
Upon  it  is  dependent  the  existence,  prosperity  or  failure  of  a 
nation.  \\ft  have  a  striking  example  of  it  now  in  the  European 
fighting  countries.  The  demand  for  skilled  and  efficient  labor 
and  intelligent  farming  is  tremendous. 

II.  The  facilities  and  inventions  of  machinery  put  the 
farmer  on  an  equal  basis  with  the  city  man.  Automobiles,  elec- 
tric light,  telephone,  and  all  that  goes  to  make  life  a  pleasure 
instead  of  a  burden,  are  common  with  most  farmers.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  average  city  wage  earner  must,  out  of  necessity, 
deny  himself  all  such  privileges. 
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III.  It  is  a  known  fact  that  many  great  statesmen,  physi- 
cians and  bankers  were  reared  upon  the  farm  and  of  humble 
lineage.  That  disputes  the  common  belief  that  the  farmer,  be- 
cause of  his  calling,  is  ignorant.  Very  likely  he  is  ignorant  of 
the  crime,  sin  and  pollution  the  city  harbors,  but  not  in  an  educa- 
tional sense.  The  constructive  germs  of  civilization  are  con- 
tributed, not  by  the  mass  of  people  living  in  congested  city 
districts,  but  by  those  who  dwell  in  the  pure  atmosphere  of  the 
country.     For,  as  Goldsmith  says: 

'Til  fares  the  land,  to  hastening  ills  a  prey, 
Where  wealth  accumulates  and  men  decay. 
Princes  and  lords  may  flourish  or  may  fade, 
A  breath  can  make  them,  as  a  breath  hath  made. 
But  a  bold  peasantry,  our  country's  pride. 
When  once  destroyed  can  never  be  supplied." 

IV.  The  farmer's  independence  must  also  be  considered.  At 
the  present  time  of  the  year  he  is  still  busy  harvesting  his  crops. 
His  hay-mow  and  his  silo  are  filled.  Potatoes,  tomatoes,  vege- 
tables, fruit  and  what  not,  are  stored  up  for  winter  use.  In 
short,  everything  and  everybody  provided  for.  Peacefully  he 
turns,  with  contentment  and  a  glowing  heart,  to  enjoy  the  fruits 
of  his  labor. 

V.  Above  all  must  be  placed  the  love  for  the  calling.  Unless 
one's  heart  and  soul  and  whole  mind  are  concentrated  upon  farm- 
ing, he  is  a  failure.  I  know  that  I  love  the  work  and,  therefore, 
it  will  be  a  pleasure  rather  than  a  task  for  me  to  perform  the 
many  duties  attached  to  farm  life.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 

Dr.  John  Hosea  Washburn. 

The  School  this  year  entered  the  largest  Freshman  Class  it 
has  ever  matriculated.  A  number  of  these  boys  have  received 
High  School  training  and  a  few  are  already  graduates  from 
High  Schools,  while  the  majority  have  completed  only  eighth 
grade  work  in  the  public  schools. 

Such  a  variety  of  preparation  for  one  class  makes  it  neces- 
sary to  separate  some  of  the  more  advanced  pupils.  These 
advanced  pupils  are  allowed,  when  found  qualified,  to  take  a 
part  of  their  instruction  with  those  advanced  classes  offering 
courses  they  are  capable  to  carry.  Three  young  men  were 
allowed  to  take  the  major  amount  of  their  work  with  the  Junior 
Class  under  the  condition  that  they  ultimately  pass  an  examina- 
tion to  the  head  of  the  department  where  they  have  attempted 
to  make  up  its  required  work.  They  may  be  able  to  graduate 
with  the  present  Junior  Class  by  remaining  through  the  summer 
following  the  spring  graduation  to  make  up  the  hours  of  prac- 
tical agricultural  work  and  experience  in  farm  management 
required  of  the  other  members  of  the  class. 

The  pupils  that  have  been  taken  in  during  the  past  few 
years  have,  in  many  cases,  been  better  prepared,  and  a  few  are 
a  little  older,  so  that  they  appreciate  the  facilities  we  have  for 
teaching  the  ordinary  branches  of  agriculture,  and  not  a  few 
of  the  special  agricultural  vocations.  They  appreciate  that  the 
instruction  given  in  practical  farming  is  materially  different 
from  what  they  would  receive  if  they  were  working  on  a  good 
farm  with  a  farmer.  Where  a  boy  goes  to  work  on  an  ordinary 
farm  there  are  several  factors  why  he  cannot  learn  farming  as 
is  possible  at  an  agricultural  school.  The  boy  is  generally  work- 
ing for  pay,  and  especially  if  he  is  on  a  farm  where  there  are 
other  workmen,  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  farmer  to  give 
him  time  and  attention  to  correct  his  errors,  and  when  he  is 
proficient  in  one  thing,  let  him  take  up  something  else.  Should 
a  farmer  be  inclined  to  do  that  it  would  disorganize  the  rest  of 
the  working  force. 

Again,  the  young  man  is  working  for  pay,  and  the  farmer 
feels  it  is  good  management  to  keep  him  working  the  year 
around  on  the  few  things  he  does  well  that  he  may  earn  for  him 
the  most  that  it  is  possible  for  him  to  earn.  Farmers  are  not 
teachers,  and  fail  to  be  interested  in  passing  the  boy  along  from 
one  thing  to  another.  The  average  farmer  is  unable  himself  to 
give  reasons  why  he  does  a  certain  thing  except  that  it  gives  him 
the  best  result  under  his  peculiar  conditions. 
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At  our  school  we  give  each  pupil  some  experience  in  all  of 
the  essential  operations  that  a  farm  requires. 

j\Iost  of  our  boys  are  from  the  city,  and  we  must  begin 
our  instruction  with  the  most  elementary  operations.  The  agri- 
cultural terms  in  the  books  are  not  understood  until  the  tools, 
animals  and  plants  discussed  are  familiar  to  the  pupil  by  actual 
and  repeated  contact. 

j\Iost  of  our  boys  who  come  to  us  have  been  wage  earners 
and  know  what  it  is  to  work  in  the  nature  of  giving  service  for 
money  received.  However,  the  nature  of  the  service  required 
of  a  farmer  is  so  entirely  different  from  an}i;hing  they  have 
ever  experienced,  and  this  service  on  most  occasions  requires 
such  a  large  amount  of  physical  strength,  compared  with  the 
energy  used  for  their  former  duties,  that  the  pupils  do  not  begin 
to  love  their  work  with  real  enthusiasm  until  they  have  been  here 
several  months,  when  their  muscles  have  become  hard,  their  hands 
also,  then  work  that  tired  them  almost  to  exhaustion  at  first 
becomes  a  real  pleasure  and  they  are  proud  of  their  physical 
strength.  The  National  Farm  School  has  trained  good  farmers 
and  men  who  have  done  well  in  many  of  the  special  branches — 
Dairying,  Poultry  Culture,  Gardening,  Orcharding;  also  in  the 
teaching  of  Elementary  Agriculture. 

Our  different  departments  have  all  done  splendid  work  and 
derived  good  results,  when  the  character  of  our  labor  is  taken 
into  consideration,  since  it  is  entirely  done  by  beginners,  who  are 
sent  from  one  exercise  to  another,  and  are  changed  from  one 
department  to  another  each  month. 

The  work  of  the  classes  is  about  the  same  as  in  former 
years.  The  boys  like  the  technical  and  general  instruction.  I 
wish  we  could  increase  this  instruction  as  the  School  grows 
larger.  The  cost  per  capita  Avill  be  materially  decreased  as  the 
School  increases  in  numbers. 

The  School's  Needs:  The  needs  of  our  School  this  year 
are  not  unlike  a  year  ago.  A  building  for  the  Domestic  Depart- 
ment, where  a  modern  equipment  sufficient  to  care  for  the  pres- 
ent enrollment  of  the  School,  with  opportunity  for  growth,  is 
essential.  A  Science  Hall,  where  all  the  departments  can  have 
ample  space  for  recitations  and  laboratory  exercises  under  one 
roof,  would  eliminate  much  loss  of  time  from  walking  several 
thousand  feet  in  going  from  recitation  rooms  to  distant  parts  of 
the  farm  for  class  exercises. 

Our  library  has  continued  to  increase  in  efficiency,  due  to  in- 
creased number  of  modern  books,  and  each  year  more  use  of 
reference  books  is  taught  to  our  boys.  It  will  be  noticed  in  Miss 
Borden's  report  of  the  library  that  the  encyclopedia  we  have  for 
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reference  is  over  forty  years  old.    A  new  American  Encyclopedia 
is  hoped  for. 

Biological  Department:  The  Biological  Department  has 
now  a  good  equipment  to  give  practical  instruction  along  the 
lines  of  study  taught  in  our  courses.  The  advantage  of  this 
equipment  will  be  noted  in  the  report  of  this  department. 

Poultry  Department:  Prof.  Lynn  H.  Harnish  has  been 
appointed  in  Prof.  Eaton's  place.  Prof.  Harnish  has  increased 
our  poultry  stock  very  materially.  He  has  done  well  with  the 
equipment  he  had  to  work  with.  He  has  produced  during  the 
year  1278  dozen  eggs,  sold  1463  pounds  of  poultry,  and  has  on 
hand  breeders  to  the  value  of  $586.20.  The  students  are  taking 
great  interest  in  the  study  of  poultry  culture. 

Horticultural  Department:  The  withdrawal  last  July 
of  Prof.  W.  F.  Fancourt,  who  had  been  with  us  for  seven  years, 
caused  the  appointment  of  Drue  N.  Allman  as  Professor  in 
charge.  Mr.  Allman  has  been  fruitful  with  new  ideas,  and 
energetic  in  trying  to  bring  his  department  into  closer  touch  with 
the  students.  Some  new  educational  features  have  been  intro- 
duced, which  will  be  found  in  his  report.  The  material  sold 
from  the  department  for  cash,  amounts  to  nearly  $1300.00  for 
the  year,  while  the  vegetables  raised  and  used  in  the  Boarding 
Department  and  the  trees  and  shrubbery  raised  and  transplanted 
to  various  parts  of  the  farm  are  valued  at  $801.81. 

The  cash  sales  for  the  year  from  the  Home  Farm  and 
Horticultural  Department  amount  to  $4867.48.  The  cash  re- 
ceipts from  all  the  farms  is  $11,245.27.  In  addition  to  the 
products  sold  for  cash,  milk,  fruit  and  vegetables  to  the  value  of 
$3258.40  have  been  used  at  the  institution,  making  a  total  value 
of  crops  raised  of  $14,503.67. 

ScHOENFELD  MEMORIAL  Farms:  The  Flora  Schoenfeld 
Memorial  Farm  Number  One  has  been  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Cecil  J.  Toor,  one  of  the  graduates  of  the  Class  of  19 16. 
who  has  worked  diligently  to  perform  all  the  duties  connected 
with  his  position.  He  is  proctor  of  the  farm-house,  where  there 
have  been  at  times  as  many  as  twenty-five  pupils  living.  He 
has  shown  good  disciplinary  powers,  and  ability  in  carrying 
out  the  orders  given  for  the  day,  with  precision.  He  has 
show^n  good  judgment  in  the  care  of  animals,  and  has  been  indus- 
trious and  helpful  in  executing  the  plans  for  the  improvement  at 
the  farm.  The  amount  of  milk  received  from  the  farm  this 
year  was  34.133  quarts;  25  tons  of  hay  were  harvested,  150 
bushels  of  oats,  45  bushels  of  rye,  with  6  tons  of  straw,  200 
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bushels  of  corn,  40  tons  of  silage,  1000  bundles  of  cornstover,  25 
bushels  of  pears,  and  50  head  of  poultry.  The  cash  sales  have 
been  about  $1850.00. 

ScHOENFELD  MEMORIAL  Farm  No.  2:  This  farm  has  been 
worked  this  year  in  connection  with  the  Home  Farm.  The 
peach  orchard  has  done  well,  considering  the  fact  that  none  of 
the  orchards  in  the  county  have  given  more  than  one-sixth  of  a 
normal  crop.  The  asparagus  bed  has  yielded  as  well  as  for- 
merly, and  the  apples  and  grapes  have  grown  well. 

ScHOENFELD  MEMORIAL  Farm  No.  3:  Tliis  farm  has  been 
looked  after  by  Mr.  Howard  F.  Young,  the  Foreman.  A  new 
water  system  has  been  installed  which  makes  it  possible  to  give 
the  cattle  all  the  water  they  need  to  drink  when  not  out  at  pas- 
ture. The  crops  have  been  good.  We  have  raised  90  tons  of 
hay,  200  bushels  of  rye,  72  bushels  of  oats,  10  tons  of  straw, 
100  tons  of  silage  corn,  5000  bundles  of  cornstover,  200  baskets 
of  truck,  4  pigs,  52  pounds  of  geese,  30  pounds  of  ducks,  606 
pounds  of  chicken,  140  dozen  eggs,  7710  ears  of  sweet  corn,  and 
55,016  quarts  of  milk.  The  cash  sales  for  the  vear  have  been 
about  $4500.00.

In  the  death  of  W.  Atlee  Burpee,  on  November 
tAventy-sixth,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  The  Na- 
tional Farm  School  has  lost  a  true  friend  and  whole- 
hearted supporter  of  its  cause. 

Having  served  the  School  as  one  of  its  Board  of 
-Managers  for  the  past  eight  years,  he  was,  in  addition, 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  his  home  and  his  seed  farms 
directly  adjoin  the  grounds  of  The  National  Farm 
School,  intimatelj^  associated  with  the  School  and  its 
work  from  its  very  inception.  He  was  among  the  first 
to  recognize  the  value  of  an  institution  such  as  The 
National  Farm  School  and  to  extend  to  it  most  gener- 
ously his  moral  and  financial  support. 

A  lover  of  nature  and  of  rural  life,  his  enthusiasm 
for  and  faith  in  the  School  were  boundless  and  made 
their  impress  upon  the  Faculty  and  Students  with 
whom  he  came  into  frequent  contact.  His  genial 
personality  and  kindly  spirit  endeared  him  to  each  of 
them  and  to  us,  his  associates,  and  we  mourn  with  his 
bereaved  family  his  untimely  passing  away. 

Be  it  resolved:  That  this  expression  of  grief  in  the 
loss  of  Mr.  Burpee,  and  of  sincerest  sympathy  with  his 
family  in  their  bereavement,  be  spread  on  the  minutes 
of  The  National  Farm  School;  that  a  page  be  devoted 
in  the  next  Year  Book  of  The  National  Farm  School 
to  this  memorial  Resolution;  that  a  Memorial  Tree  in 
memory  of  our  departed  friend  and  co-worker  be 
planted  on  the  grounds  of  The  National  Farm  School 
and  consecrated  at  the  next  Consecration  Exercises  of 
the  School,  on  Sunday,  June  fourth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  sixteen.

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AGRICULTURAL  DEPARTMENT 
(Prof.  VV.  H.  Bishop.'j 

It  is  an  old  and  well-recognized  truth  tliat  more  training  is 
necessary  to  make  a  successful  farmer  than  for  any  other  similar 
class  of  work.  A  pronounced  cause  of  the  failure  of  most  city 
people  who  have  taken  up  farming  is  their  inability  to  perform 
efficiently  the  ordinary  operations  on  the  farm.  It  is  compara- 
tively easy  now-a-days  for  an  intelligent  person  to  secure  reliable 
printed  information  on  almost  any  line  of  farming,  but  if  he 
has  not,  in  addition  to  this  knowledge,  skill  in  management  and 
experience  and  proficiency  in  doing  the  work  of  the  farm  he  is 
almost  certain  to  fail.  We  do  not  employ  for  building  a  house 
the  man  who  has  never  used  a  carpenter's  or  mason's  tools.  Just 
as  essential  to  the  success  of  the  farmer  is  skill  in  handling  the 
plow,  the  scythe,  the  hoe,  and  the  team  in  the  field.  The  earlier 
in  life  one  can  become  familiar  with  the  implements  of  his  life- 
work  the  easier  he  acquires  skill  in  their  use.  Most  of  our 
students  know  nothing  whatever  of  farm  life,  farm  tools  and 
farm  language  when  they  come  to  us,  and  their  first  year  is  gone 
before  they  have  more  than  gotten  the  rudiments  in  these  direc- 
tions. In  a  school  devoted  to  making  practical  farmers  of  those 
who  have  no  preliminary  knowledge  either  of  the  practice  or 
theory  of  the  profession,  the  proper  adjustment  of  the  time  de- 
voted to  these  two  radically  different  sorts  of  training  requires  a 
large  amount  of  extremely  careful  consideration,  in  order  that 
disastrous  results  may  not  occur  from  overbalancing  on  one  side 
or  the  other. 

The  spring  was  cold  and  backward,  hindering  very  materi- 
ally the  corn  planting,  but  we  put  in  nearly  the  acreage  planned 
for  and  it  made  good  growth.  The  hay  crop  was  the  heaviest 
known  in  this  region  for  a  long  time  and  further  increased  by 
an  unusually  heavy  second  crop.  The  haying  season  was  very 
rainy  and  much  of  the  hay  was  wet  and  its  quality  harmed  by 
the  rain  as  well  as  damaged  by  becoming  over-ripe  owing  to  the 
impossibility  of  curing  it  at  the  proper  time.  We  harvested  and 
threshed,  however,  unusually  large  crops  of  oats  and  rye.  The 
peach  crop  measured  only  about  three-fourths  the  number  of 
baskets  picked  last  year,  but  netted  fully  twice  the  income,  and 
was  the  most  profitable  one  we  have  had  yet.  Chestnut  blight  is 
ruining  our  saplings.  Notwithstanding  the  dry  weather  of  Fall 
191 5,  we  were  able  to  get  a  sufficient  supply  of  ice — 150  tons. 
Since  the  change  in  method  of  management  of  the  Schoenfeld 
Farm  No.  i  it  has  rapidly  improved  in  every  way.  Making  it 
strictly  a  dairy  farm  has  materially  increased  the  yield  of  the 
crops  as  well  as  the  income.     The  change  in  organization  has 
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made  it  possible  to  keep  the  place  in  a  neater  and  more  present- 
able condition,  and  also  made  it  possible  to  do  far  better  farming 
than  under  the  former  conditions.  This  season's  crops  are  the 
largest  ever  grown  on  the  place  since  its  ownership  by  the  School. 
Increasing  the  dairy  at  Schoenfeld  Farm  No.  3  resulted  in  an 
increased  income  from  that  farm  also,  as  it  gave  larger  price  for 
that  portion  of  the  crops  consumed  on  the  farm  than  would  have 
been  obtained  by  selling  them  in  a  crude  form. 


HORTICULTURAL  DEPARTMENT 

(Prof.  Druard  N.  Allman.) 

Nursery:  With  the  season  drawing  to  a  close,  the  depart- 
ment points  with  pride  to  the  continual  increase  in  the  educa- 
tional, ornamental  and  monetary  values  of  the  Nursery.  The 
entire  stock  is  in  a  most  vigorous  and  healthy  condition,  despite 
the  trying  weather  of  the  past  summer.  With  10,000  additional 
privet  cuttings,  and  many  small  evergreens,  it  has  become  neces- 
sary to  extend  considerably  the  area  devoted  to  these  profitable 
sources  of  income.  The  department  is  seeking  an  outlet  for 
large  and  shapely  specimens  of  trees,  shrubs  and  evergreens  of 
many  species  and  varieties. 

Greenhouses:  In  spite  of  a  widespread  epidemic  of  carna- 
tion stem-rot,  the  greenhouses  have  yielded  a  large  gross  profit. 
Each  house  has  been  completely  overhauled ;  this  includes  a  coat 
of  paint,  new  benches,  walks  and  siding.  With  every  square 
foot  of  growing  space  occupied  by  healthy,  vigorous  stock,  we 
look  forward  to  a  highl}^  successful  growing  season.  It  is  the 
hope  of  the  department  to  be  able  to  build  more  greenhouses,  hot- 
beds and  cold  frames,  in  order  to  grow  roses,  violets  and  many 
other  florist's  crops,  which  lack  of  space  now  prohibits. 

Vegetable  Garden  :  A  cold  spring,  with  constant,  drench- 
ing rains,  followed  by  a  long  drought,  made  it  exceedingly  diffi- 
cult to  grow  vegetables.  However,  careful  cultivation  and  high 
selling  prices  have -helped  to  offset  these  natural  losses.  The 
household  has  been  abundantly  supplied  with  fresh  vegetables  of 
good  quality,  the  corn,  cabbage,  tomato,  bean  and  celery  crops 
being  exceptionally  successful. 

The  New  Flower  Garden:  A  great  and  permanent 
improvement  was  introduced  when  the  new  Flower  Garden  was 
made;    its  purposes  being  threefold: 

1.  For  studies  in  gardening,  landscape-art,  and  botany. 

2.  To  enhance  the  beauty  of  the  campus. 

3.  To  furnish  an  abundance  of  cut  flowers,  for  various 
purposes,  from  early  spring  to  late  autumn. 
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Students'  Individual  Gardens:  Never  have  the  students' 
individual  gardens  been  more  successful.  The  interest  shown, 
the  attention  given  and,  consequently,  the  size  of  the  harvests, 
have  been  exceptional.  For  a  while,  the  kitchen  relied  upon 
these  "miniature  farms"  for  its  supply  of  early  spring  vegetables. 
To  a  serious-minded  and  energetic  student,  these  gardens  offer 
opportunity  for  much  practical  experience.  The  Horticultural 
Department  wishes,  especially,  to  thank  those  members  of  the 
student  body  who,  by  faithfully  performing  more  than  was 
asked  them,  have  helped  in  so  many  ways  to  carry  out  success- 
fully the  purposes  of  this  department.

POULTRY  DEPARTMENT 

(Prof.  Lynn  H.  Harnish.) 

The  growing  importance  of  the  poultry  industry  as  a  branch 
of  agriculture,  and  its  exceptional  possibilities  as  a  profitable  side 
line  with  almost  any  type  of  farming,  are  facts  which  our 
students  are  recognizing.  Quite  an  interest  has  been  manifested 
in  the  poultry  work,  and  several  boys  have  expressed  their  desire 
to  specialize  along  that  line. 

It  is  our  desire  to  give  every  student-  some  work  at  the 
poultry  plant  before  he  graduates,  and  to  allow  those  particularly 
interested,  the  opportunity  to  specialize  to  a  greater  extent.  How- 
ever, our  plant  is  inadequate  to  meet  these  needs  at  the  present 
time.  A  much  larger  plant  would  be  required,  and  would  be 
amply  justified. 

Following  is  a  summary  of  the  output  of  the  department: 
The  total  number  of  eggs  produced  was  1278  dozen,  the  amount 
of  poultry  sold  was  1464  pounds.  The  value  of  products  sol! 
and  supplied  to  the  institution  was  $725.69.  At  present  there  is 
stock  on  hand  to  the  value  of  $586.20. 
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BIOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT 

(Prof.  Lydia  Pritchett  BordeiN.) 

At  last  the  Biology  Department  has  a  home  of  its  own,  with 
the  result  that  the  efficiency  of  the  department  has  doubled  and 
the  students  take  lOO  per  cent,  more  interest  in  their  work.  Last 
December  the  Main  Building  recitation  room  was  fitted  up  as  a 
biological  laboratory,  an  ideal  situation.  Corn,  wheat,  peas, 
beans,  squash,  pumpkin,  nasturtiums  and  morning  glories  were 
grown  from  seed  to  flower  (and  in  many  cases  to  fruit)  under 
several  different  conditions ;  carefully  studied,  and  some  experi- 
ments made  in  cross-pollination ;  our  corn  reached  the  tassel  and 
young  ear  stage  before  being  discarded,  and  we  had  several  crops 
of  beans. 

The  pathology  class  inoculated  plants  of  the  kinds  already 
named,  as  well  as  cabbage,  garden  geranium  and  a  few  others, 
with  some  of  the  most  important  and  prevalent  diseases,  such 
as  crown  gall,  black  rot  of  cabbage,  wilt  of  sweet  corn,  sweet 
pea  disease,  etc.  For  many  weeks  these  inoculated  plants  were 
carefully  w^atched  and  compared  with  the  "controls"  and  exam- 
ined as  to  cause  and  effect. 

Many  species  of  insects  and  other  kinds  of  animal  life  have 
been  grown  in  the  laboratory  for  present  observation  and  as  ma- 
terial for  next  winter's  classes.  Considerable  collecting  has  also 
been  done,  to  obtain  needed  material  and,  in  co-operation  with 
the  Horticultural  Department,  in  ridding  our  ornamental  and 
salable  plants  of  insect  pests.  A  number  of  permanent  mounts 
have  been  made  for  class  demonstration  and  study. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs.  Abram  Israel,  of  Philadel- 
phia, the  department  has  received  two  fine  microscopes  fitted  with 
oil-immersion  lenses  and  adapted  to  bacteriological  work.  These 
were  badly  needed,  and  have  helped  greatly.  We  are  also  in- 
debted to  Mr.  Wm.  S.  Rich,  of  Newark,  for  a  gift  of  supplies 
and  equipment. 

LTnfortunately,  the  efficiency  of  the  department  is  consider- 
ably hampered  by  lack  of  space.  Into  the  laboratory — admir- 
ably fitted  to-  accommodate  twenty-five  students  for  efficient 
work — we  were  obliged  to  crowd  over  fifty  at  one  time,  with 
the  consequent  result  that  more  than  half  of  the  class  sit  with 
their  backs  to  the  teacher  and  no  one  has  proper  space  or  light 
for  good  work.  Then,  with  only  three  microscopes,  you  can 
readily  understand  the  difficulties  under  which  this  branch  of  the 
instruction  is  carried  on.  Now  that  the  Biology  Department  has 
a  local  habitation  as  well  as  a  name,  I  hope  our  generous  friends 
will  help  us  as  well  as  the  other  departments  they  have  known 
so  long,  for  we  need  many  things  as  well  as  space.

REPORT  OF  FLORA  SCHOENFELD  MEMORIAL   FARMS 

COMMITTEE 

Herbert  D.  Allman,  Chainnan. 

Another  year  has  been  added  to  the  history  of  The  National 
Farm  School,  and  it  gives  me  great  pleasure,  as  Chairman  of  the 
Flora  Schoenfeld  Farms  Committee  to  submit  to  you  the  eighth 
annual  financial  report  of  Farm  No.  3,  and  I  take  this  opportu- 
nity of  adding  a  few  words  relating  to  the  work  on  these  three 
memorial  farms. 

Farm  No.  i  has  been  under  the  care  and  personal  direction 
of  Mr.  Cecil  J.  Toor,  a  post-graduate  of  our  institution,  and  I  am 
greatly  pleased  to  report  that  he  has  proved  himself  a  very  suc- 
cessful manager,  doing  good  and  efficient  work  and  showing 
excellent  judgment  and  capacity  in  all  departments  pertaining  to 
farm  operation.  This  is  not  only  a  benefit  and  profit  to  the  insti- 
tution, but  also  the  method  whereby  we  give  our  students  the 
opportunity  to  gain  practical  experience  in  farm  management,  and 
also  to  earn  the  nucleus  for  the  purchase  price  of  a  farm  of  their 
own. 

The  improvement  commenced  last  autumn,  being  an  exten- 
sion of  the  cow  barns,  has  been  completed,  all  of  the  work  having 
been  done  by  the  students,  and  I  am  sure  the  result  will  add 
materially  to  the  comfort  of  our  live  stock  and  to  the  monetary 
returns  of  the  farm. 

On  Farm  No.  2,  which  is  noted  for  its  abundant  peach  crop, 
our  production,  while  not  as  large  as  usual,  owing  to  the  cold  and 
backward  weather,  has,  notwithstanding,  earned  us  a  much  larger 
income  than  last  year. 

Farm  No.  3  has  again  maintained  its  previous  records  for 
neatness,  production  and  farm  efficiency.  The  corn  crop  has 
been  larger  than  in  previous  years,  and  the  production  of  milk  on 
both  Farms  No.  i  and  No.  3  has  been  unusually  large  and  of 
excellent  quality. 

A  word  of  praise  is  due  Mr.  Howard  F.  Young,  the  careful, 
and  faithful  manager  of  this  farm.     In  all  my  many  visits  to 
these  farms,  I  have  always  found  Mr.  Young  at  his  post. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  wish  to  thank  the  various  members 
of  my  Committee  and  the  Faculty  of  the  School  for  their  hearty 
co-operation,  which  has  been  of  great  assistance  in  the  administra- 
tion of  these  farms.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LADIES'  BOARD 

Rosa  B.  Shoneman,  Chairman. 

The  Ladies'  Board  of  The  National  Farm  School  held 
monthly  meetings  in  the  Alumni  Building  of  Temple  Keneseth 
Israel,  working  for  interest  of  the  School,  particularly  looking 
after  the  needs  of  the  Household  Department  and  the  comfort 
of  the  students.  They  visited  the  School  at  regular  intervals  and 
co-operated  with  the  Matron  and  her  assistants.  At  the  Con- 
secration Exercises,  in  June,  and  at  the  Succoth  Pilgrimage,  in 
October,  the  Ladies  had  charge  of  the  luncheon. 

The  Sewing  Circle  met  twice  a  month,  from  November  un- 
til April,  inclusive,  and  sent  the  following  articles  to  the  Farm 
School:  149  sheets,  124  pillow-cases,  182  face  towels,  35  waiter's 
aprons,  32  laundry  bags,  and  72  bath  towels. 


DOMESTIC  DEPARTMENT 

(Hettie  Abraham,  Matron.) 

The  Fall  Term  begins  with  a  full  quota  in  this  department. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  numerous  cases  of  la  grippe. 
One  developed  into  pneumonia  and  proved  a  serious  case  of 
several  months'  standing.  The  patient  was  removed  to  the 
Jewish  Hospital,  where  excellent  care  was  tendered.  The  foot- 
ball season  always  results  in  varied  injuries  to  the  boys — the 
most  serious  being  that  of  a  broken  leg.  This  boy  has  returned 
to  the  School  from  the  Jewish  Hospital  fully  recovered.  We 
cannot  say  too  much  in  acknowledgment  of  the  many  kindnesses 
the  School  enjoys  at  the  hands  of  this  hospital,  its  staff  and 
nurses. 

We  have,  during  the  summer,  prepared  for  the  urgent  needs 
of  winter  in  the  way  of  canning  and  preserving  vegetables  and 
fruits.  There  have  been  4800,  or  400  dozen,  eggs  candled  and 
laid  away  in  a  scientific  manner  for  the  time  when  that  com- 
modity is  not  only  expensive  but  very  scarce.
